FELLOW SAINTS: 


They used to say that "virtue is its own reward," but I never realized until lately 
just what that meant. It means that the weak and the erring will be taken care of, 
but that virtue will have to shift for itself. 


If a man burgles a building, and is caught at it, they lock him up in a nice warm 
jail, and for two or five or ten years, if he is wise, he can stay there, comfort- 
ably provided for, including clothes and three meals a day. 


Or, if he goes off his nanny, as the alienists say, or will say if properly 
approached, they put him in another nice home, and see that he doesn’t worry, which 
is how he probably got there in the first place. 


In either case, he won’t have any payroll to meet, or sight drafts with bill of 
lading attached, or payments on the Ford, or installments on the new vacuum cleaner 
He doesn’t even have to meet his wife’s relatives. 


If his mother-in-law calls, all he has to say is "Keep her out." And there are 
three sets of steel bars between him and her, which isn’t such a bad idea. 


If she trys to climb over the wall to get at him, one of his uniformed valets will 
take a shot at her for trying to disturb the peace of the penitentiary. He is like- 
wise protected from canvassers and traveling salesmen. 


Meanwhile the honest plumber will have to hustle for himself. If he wants three 
Square meals a day, he will just have to multiply 3 meals by 3 or 4 hours, and 
that’s the answer.

As a part of the process of establishing a greater good 
will for the plumbing industry, C. D. Brownell, of Cham- 
paign, Ill., speaking at the Arkansas convention, urged a 
study of the relationship of the master plumber with the 
public and a study of the extension of credit by master 
plumbers. He urged the members to join local credit 
men’s associations, because it brings about large savings. 
He recommended joining with others who are associated 
with the master plumber in the building industry so that 
problems of the building construction field can be studied. 
He also pointed out the advantages of co-operative adver- 
tising as a means of winning greater good will. Along 
these same lines N. W. Noland, a director of the Trade 
Extension Bureau, speaking at the Virginia convention 
said: “Join civic organizations and win good will for 
yourself and your industry. Mingle with men in different 
lines of business and get their views.”’ 

At the Texas convention, T. L. Benning of Dallas, talked 
on proper estimating and on the proper application of 
overhead. A close study of his own business convinced 
Mr. Benning that a fixed overhead established every 12 
months is not a suitable basis for figuring. He felt that 
revising calculations every three or six 
months was not sufficient, as in his own experience he has 
found it necessary to check his overhead expense monthly. 
In the course of his address, he said that through this 
practice of figuring overhead expense each month, he 
found a fluctuation from month to month during the 
course of a year of as high as 10 per cent. 

William G. Bergner, secretary-manager of the National 
Trade Extension Bureau, as well as the Bureau’s field 
men, have brought the message of merchandising to every 
state. 

Mr. Bergner in particular has stressed the necessity for 
having a trained sales person in charge of the store at all

He believes that the master plumber should keep 
neat, well arranged stores, that their offices should be

THE PERMANENT OFFICE 

NE of the important questions which will come uy 
QC) for Louisville will be the matter of 
whether or not the National Association of Master Plumb 
ers shall establish a permanent office with a paid secre 
tary in charge of association activities. Three states, IIli- 
nois, Indiana and Michigan, have endorsed this idea. At 
the last national convention, this matter was brought up 
and was referred to the incoming board of directors to be 
studied and reported upon at the Louisville convention. 
A committee of three was appointed by National President 
Henry E. Longley, consisting of William J. Lang, Chi- 
cago, chairman; Jere Sheehan, Jr., of St. Louis, and John 
o Vogelpohl of Cincinnati, who. were to take up this ques- 
tion, study it and prepare a report for the November meet- 
ing of the board of directors held in Louisville. At the 
committee meeting, a number of letters were read from 
other associations which have central permanent offices, 
all of which were of a favorable character and set forth 
the advantages of such an arrangement. 

Speaking of this meeting at the Missouri convention, 
Mr. Sheehan said that all of these letters were admitted 
as a part of the report and a recommendation made that 
the question of a permanent office be acted upon favor 
ably, provided it could be financed by the membership of

It was for that he recommended to 
the Board that an official month!y organ be established to

finance the expense of a permanent office and a paid secre- 
tary. This bulletin was to be sent to every member each 
month, and to every master plumber quarterly, giving, as 
he calculated, a distribution for each of the eight months 
of 11,000 and for the other four months 30,000. 

Mr. Lang said that the expense would be heavy, but 
that advertising would support it. He proposed a sched 
ule of rates of $150.00 per page, $85.00 for a half page, 
and $50.00 for a quarter page. He felt sure that forty 
pages of advertising could be with a sales ex- 
pense of $25,000. Printing charges would be $12,000, 
engraving and art work $2,500, incidentals $5,000, post- 
age bills $3,000. The editorial and office expense would 
be about $12,000, while the editorial pages would carry 
messages from the presidents, letters from directors, legal 
advice, editorials and brief excerpts from other publica- 
tions, which would make a digest of things interesting 
tothe members. He estimated that the total outlay would 
be about $60,000 and that an initial capital of $10,000 
be needed.

SECTIONAL ASSOCIATION PROPOSED 

D. BROWNELL of Champaign, IIl., in his report 
L. as delegate to the Portland convention, told of the 
discussion there covering the permanent office. He felt 
that the advocates of the plan at Portland had been ac- 
tuated by business judgment, while those who were sup- 
porting the plan under which the association has func- 
tioned since its organization were controlled by senti- 
ment. He stated that he felt the national association 
should be of some good to its members, rather than pro- 
viding a junketing trip for officers who can afford it. 
In his report, Mr. Brownell made several suggestions 
which he thought would advance the work of the na- 
tional association. One of these was that in case the 
permanent office plan is defeated at Louisville, there be 
formed sectional associations in charge of national vice- 
Presidents. He thought that sending delegates to a con- 
vention like the Portland meeting was a waste of time

INCREASE IN NATIONAL DUES APPROVED 

NE SUBMITTED by the Philadelphia association pe- 
() titioning the National Association to reduce its per 
capita dues from $5 to $4 was defeated. The resolutions 
committee declared that in its judgment the National 
Association was the finest possible organization and that 
its present funds were needed to continue its good work. 
Maney J. Feeney of Philadelphia felt that state associa- 
tions should be provided for first and that the national did 
not need the extra money provided by raising the dues $1, 


as was done at the Portland convention last June. John 
H. Keane, secretary of the Pittsburgh association, felt 
that the National now did much more for its members 
than in earlier years, that its activities should be ex- 


panded rather than curtailed, and that a reduction in 
national funds would be a step backward. 

An intimation that national funds merely provided for 
pleasure jaunts by the officers was condemned by National 
Director John Graham of Pittsburgh who told of his 
knowledge that each national officer works conscientiously 
and great deal of good for the industry. He 
pointed out that costs were now heavier than in earlier 
years, Charles K. Will of Lancaster approved the work 
being done by the National Association as did S. S. White 
of Pittsburgh who spoke of the sacrifice national officers 
make in directing the affairs of the organization. The 
resolution favoring the present scale of national dues was 
approved 55 to 30. 

The resolution adopted by the National Association last 
year to ‘“‘Make a Wholesaler Wholesaler’ was disap- 
proved, all other states which have acted on it, having 
registered their approval. The Philadelphia association, 
brought in the resolution disavowing the National's action 
while the Pittsburgh association had a resolution support-

by the Philadelphia association.” 

The Pittsburgh resolution, which was defeated, en- 
dorsed the Illinois association’s resolution as submitted at 
Portland, in favor of a central office. 

In the discussion, Mr. Keane felt that since the Port- 
land convention had instructed the National board of di- 
rectors to study the permanent office question, the fair at- 
titude for Pennsylvania was to wait until the national 
directors had submitted the results of their investigation. 
William H. Ambrose of Philadelphia thought that action 
by Pennsylvania, instead of being unfair, would assist the 
national board in determining the country’s sentiment. 
Mr. Feeney pointed out that all the states which have 
studied the suggestion have turned it down with only 
three exceptions. National Director Graham pointed out 
that the National committee which studied the question 
was unanimous in approving the plan for such an office, 
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disagreeing only on the question of how it could be fi- 
nanced. 

George Uber called attention to the fact that all over the 
country, the plan was being opposed except in one section. 
If the plan carried, he thought the national membership 
would fall off greatly in his section. He said everyone 
knew where the office would be located and what indi- 
viduals would be helped Mr. Keane said that no one 
knew where the office would be and that its advocates 
wanted such an office in order to obtain progress and 
get out of a rut. Mr. Uber replied that by ordinary 
judgment, any one could determine where the office would 
be located as the agitation all centered in one section. 
George Moeller of Philadelphia felt Pennsylvania should 
act on the resolution as a guide to the National directors, 
a sentiment supported by Mr. Will who said that Pennsyl- 
vania was well represented at the state convention and its 
decision should be made then. Only two or three votes 
were registered in favor of the permanent office. 

The resolution approving definite action by the legisla- 
tive committee to secure a statewide code drew little de 
bate. The code, as recommended, is to be in accord with 
the suggestions of the Hoover code of minimum require- 
ments and the standards of the National Association. 
Pennsylvania’s present law incompletely covers cities of 
the first, second and third class with no law for boroughs 
and townships. 

Steel and wrought iron pipe should be not more than 
12 feet in length, according to a recommendation from the 
Lancaster local adopted by the state convention. This 
length is now standard in supplying electrical contractors. 

A number of instructive addresses interested the dele- 
gates.

Exhibiting a number 
of charts he showed that the natural growth of the coun- 
try during the next 25 years will produce a shortag: of 
242,000 men if they are not trained faster than ley 
are at present. He pointed out the fact that the new ir mi- 
gration law has affected all building trades. In several] 
years preceding the war, and in 1923 and 1924, an aver- 
age of 3,500 trained plumbers entered the country each 
year. In 1925, only 625 were allowed to enter. his 
shortage must be met by more intensive training. 

At Texas, N. S. Hunston, director of industrial edu- 
cation at Austin, spoke on the need for more apprentices 
in industries. He said that the biggest point which his 
investigations had brought out was that the “plumbers 
didn’t want to fool with an apprentice.’’ He warned the 
members that the industry will deteriorate unless more 
boys are trained and unless people are educated to better 
methods of sanitation. 

New York and Wisconsin report splendid advances in 
the training of apprentices. In New York 1,196 appren- 
tices were trained in various cities, with a number of 
cities not counted, according to figures submitted by Fred- 
erick Fladd, chairman of the apprentice committee for 
New York. In Wisconsin, there is an apprenticeship law 
backed up by the association which from now on will 
graduate enough journeymen to meet the needs of the 
industry if they stay in the state. J. E. Robertson, chair- 
man of the apprenticeship committee, reported that there 
were 226 shops having two or more apprentices, and six 
shops having one apprentice in training. 

At the Missouri state convention, Charles B. Nash, ad- 
vertising manager of the Standard Sanitary Mfg. Co., 
Pittsburgh, described the educational work which is going 
on in Pittsburgh. He said that education is one of the 
vital needs in the industry, and cited the splendid co- 
operation of Pittsburgh manufacturers, jobbers, master 
plumbers and educators in arranging for the plumbing 
apprentice schools At both the Iowa and Nebraska 
conventions, Jere Sheehan said that lack of trained work- 
men had caused many firms to curtail production. He felt 
that many could have secured 50 to 200 per cent more 
work if trained journeymen had been available. 

The general feeling throughout the industry seems to 
be that there should be, in the words of the slogan adopted 
by the apprenticeship committee, ‘‘An apprentice in «very 
shop, and every apprentice in school.” In this matter, 
it is particularly up to the individual master plumber to 
give his aid in training the future workmen of the in- 


dustry. 


CARNEGIE SCHOLARSHIP 

LOSELY allied with this matter of apprenticeship 
C training is the establishment during the year just 
passed of the Theodore Ahrens chair of plumbing, heat- 
ing and ventilating at Carnegie Institute of Technology, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. All over the country newspapers were 
enthusiastic in their endorsement of such far-sighted 
generosity. Frank J. Fee, of New York, chairman of the 
National Scholarship Committee, speaking to the New 
York State convention, said: ‘‘This association has kept 
up with the march of progress and is raising the trade 
to the dignity of a profession.” Speaking of the Carnegie 
scholarship, he urged the master plumbers to send their 
sons, and said, ‘‘Let’s give our sons the advantages we 
have missed. From a practical standpoint no one can tell 
us anything, but we must plead guilty to lack of techni al 
knowledge. This course, plus what they learn from you 
will give your sons more practical and technical know! 
edge. I hope to see the graduates working shoulder to 


shoulder with us.”

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Dean Clifford D. Connelly, of the Carnegie Institute, 
gave New York City credit for starting the plan and 


praised Mrs. E. D. Hornbrook for her co-operation. He 
told the master plumbers at the New York 
that if their sons got the chance to attend the course they 
would be better mechanics and better business men than 
their fathers had been. He urged the master plumbers 
to study the circulars concerning the Carnegie scholar- 
ship and see that their sons were given an opportunity 
to take the required examinations. 

Mention must be made of the splendid support given 
the Carnegie scholarship by the Women’s Auxiliary of the 
National Association. Speaking at the Missouri conven- 
tion, Mrs. E. D. Hornbrook told of the $2,000 which the 
Auxiliary had raised for the scholarship fund, to be 
known as the Jeremiah Sheehan Memorial Scholarship. 
The Auxiliary is now working on the third $1,000 dona- 
tion. She asked the men to their 
sons, and said she intended to recommend a change in the 
eligibility rules so that any boy anxious to learn the busi- 
ness could compete for one of these scholarships.

FIELD SECRETARIES 
REAT INTEREST has been shown in the state con- 
(+ ventions in organization matters, and particularly in 
the work of paid field secretaries and organizers. In most 
states, the employment of a field secretary, or the continu- 
ance of a field secretary’s services, depends principally 
on balancing revenue and expense, and so constructive 
has the idea seemed that in some states there was a will- 
ingness to take on added expense, to be derived from spe- 
cial assessments or from an increase in dues, in order to 

put or keep a field secretary in the field. 

In Texas, for instance, R. G. Thomas, San Antonio, who 
was this year re-elected president, recommended that the 
association hire a paid field man to work with the mem- 
bers on improving business conditions and methods.

STANDARDIZATION 

NDOUBTEDLY there will be some discussion at 
U Louisville as to the channels along which the work 
of the Standardization Committee should be directed dur 
ing the coming year.

sanitary results, sometimes due to faulty design or in- | 
stallation, but almost always to poor maintenance and 
operation. For this reason Mr. McColl expressed no sur- 
prise that there has grown up such a strong sentiment for 
the open window and the getting away from the more com- 
plicated mechanical system. He contended that operating 
engineers and their superiors are more to blame than any 
other one group for the sentiment which has grown up 
against mechanical ventilation of schools, and they are to 
be condemned as much for over-heating as for poor ven- 
tilation. 

With this preface he proceeded to describe the system 
in the Detroit schools. In principle, he pointed out that 
it differs from the old type of blast system in that a cer- 
tain amount of the air is introduced through a slit in the 
window sill. This air is supplied from a shallow chamber 
below the window, and its purpose is to break up the cool 
down currents of air, which were partially responsible for 
the failure of the old type of blast system, the actual 
process being, according to smoke and thermometer tests, 
to mix with the downward currents, warming them and 
rolling with them across the class rooms, approximately 
at breathing level, to the vents on the corridor side of the 
classroom. The best results were obtained with approxi- 
mately 20 per cent of the air for the room delivered 
through the window slits and 80 per cent from the two 
diffusers on the corridor wall. ‘Otherwise, it is a typical 
double plenum chamber system, with the warm air cham- 
ber and tempered air chamber side by side, separated by a 
hollow tile insulated wall. These two chambers form the 
basement corridor, making it possible to connect with the 
risers to the various rooms without long sheet metal ducts 
found in the old blast systems. The pan type of construc- 
tion for the floors makes it easy to convey a portion of 
the air for each room over to the window for distribution 
through the window sill, as heretofore described. The 
result is that the row of pupils along the outside wall of 
the classroom do not suffer from the cold drafts of the 
old blast system, nor the radiant heat from radiators in 
the split system. They are sitting in a room where the 
temperature is practically uniform and where there is no 
obstruction to the outside aisle.

900, as compared with $1,250,911,209 in the first four 
months of last year, being a decrease of 2 per cent. This 
figure is somewhat at variance with the F. W. Dodge Cor- 
poration’s records of construction contracts, which have 
shown a considerable gain over last year; the difference 
between the two records being partly due to the fact that 
contract records cover various public works not included 
in the permit figures.
